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Hush-hush 
details of 
regeneration 
company set 
to go public

SECRET documents revealing intimate 
details about the inner workings of the 
Tunbridge Wells Regeneration Company 
look set to finally be made public. 

The contentious development delivery 
vehicle has long proved controversial, 
with its directors accused of hiding be¬ 
hind a cloak of ‘commercial sensitivity’. 

Launched in 2008, it is a 50/50 joint 
venture between Tunbridge Wells Bor¬ 
ough Council and public sector develop¬ 
ers John Laing, designed to deliver re¬ 
generation projects across the borough. 

At a cabinet meeting today, Thursday, 
council leader Bob Atwood is set to an¬ 
nounce a date for publication of an edited 
version of the shareholders’ agreement. 

But for many this is not enough. 

Cllr Ben Chapelard, a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat member for St James’ ward, believes 


that full disclosure is needed before 
the debate about how the town should 
develop in the future can move on. 

The councillor says that part of the 
agreement involves the council paying 
a £50,000 indemnity if plans to rede¬ 
velop the civic complex do not move 
into ‘phase two’, which would involve 
more detailed work on the viability of 
developing the site. There are 38 sites in 
the regeneration company’s portfolio. 

Cllr Chapelard said: “If it is £50,000 
for 38 sites, you are talking about near¬ 
ly £2 million. Is that what happens if we 
don’t do anything with the regenera¬ 
tion company? 

“I’m after the full facts so we can make 
open and transparent decisions then we 
can look at how you create a sustainable 
town for the next 100 years. 

“How much will it cost to disband the 
regeneration company? Is there a

Lone voice calls for town 
chiefs to ‘take finger off 
the pause button’ in debate

COUNCILLORS have voted to take 3 
into account the findings of the 9: 
controversial consultation on the J 
future of the civic complex when £ 
making decisions about the Grade II- 
listed buildings. 

The full council debate covered 
a spectrum of opinions, from those 
who wanted the “discredited piece of 
work” and plans to develop the site 
scrapped, to the lone call for decisive 
action and moving forward. 

Commissioned by Tunbridge Wells 
Regeneration Company, a joint ven¬ 
ture between the borough council 
and developers John Laing, the con¬ 
sultation, carried out by M&N Com¬ 
munications, was published in May. 

Many residents and councillors 
felt frustrated that the report failed 
to reach a conclusion and did not 
directly ask whether the civic com¬ 
plex, which includes the Town Hall, 
library, gallery and museum, should 
be developed. 

At the meeting, Cllr Sean Holden, 
who represents Benenden and Cran- 
brook, said: “It provides Laing with 
no evidence that the population of 
Tunbridge Wells wants to knock eve¬ 
rything down and build a shop. So let 
us put aside M&N’s discredited piece 
of work, it’s a hangover from the re¬ 
gime of the former leader whose wish 
to hand this place over to destruction 
embroiled this council in continuing 
costs and political controversy.” 

He went on to say the consultation 
had been pushed through without 
“democratic oversight” of the ques¬ 
tions, which he said was a fix to al¬ 
low them to be interpreted any way 
the council and developer wanted. 

Cllr Linda Hall labelled the report 
a “recipe for stasis”. She said its mes¬ 
sage was that the council should “do 


nothing or very little”, saying it was 
full of “irreconcilable contractions”. 

However, Cllr Tracy Moore, former 
economic development portfolio 
holder, argued the report was not a 
“no to change” and made a case for 
improving facilities. She tabled an 
amendment to the motion to allow 
the regeneration company to move 
the civic centre to the next stage of 
project approval. This would see pro¬ 
posals worked up so the public could 
make an informed choice. 

She accused the cabinet of not 
wanting to cause offence or tensions: 
“Is this a talking shop or a chamber 
of action? Are we here to go in circles 
or move forward? Take your finger 
off the pause button and decide. So 
I call upon the cabinet to have the 
nerve to simply ‘explore the opportu¬ 
nity further’.” 

After the meeting she explained 
her position, saying: “I sometimes 
feel like a lone voice in the council. 
My position is coming from a much 
more long-term perspective on how 
the town needs to change and grow, 
to prosper and have vitality.” 

In the end, the majority of mem¬ 


bers (31) voted in favour of the mo¬ 
tion, which will see the contents 
of the report, including the results 
of 7,000 questionnaires and hun¬ 
dreds of comments, and the views 
expressed, taken into account before 
any further decisions are made on 
the civic complex. 

Leader of the opposition Liberal 
Democrats, David Neve, was among 
seven councillors to abstain. He said: 
“The M&N report came up with no 
recommendations so how could we 
vote yes or no to something that did 
not say anything? I think it was a 
ploy to waste a little time.” 

While Cllr Moore found no one to 
second her amendment, there was 
some support for her assertion that 
the town must improve its offer. 

Summing up, leader Bob Atwood 
said: “I agree with those councillors, 
particularly Cllr Moore, who say we 
must get on with the job, it cannot 
remain static. To those who said let’s 
do nothing, I would say what about 
the cinema site? We cannot leave 
that as is. There are things that need 
to be done in this town, not necessar¬ 
ily starting with the civic centre.”

timeline for developing the sites? Not having all 
the facts is overshadowing the whole picture." 

The regeneration company came into being 
under the leadership of Roy Bullock, who was 
dramatically ousted from the council by his 
fellow Conservatives. For their part, the new 
administration, led by Mr Atwood, has promised 
a fresh and transparent approach to the venture. 

In an interview with this newspaper two 
weeks ago, Cllr Atwood admitted he felt the 
regeneration company should not have been 
formed until agreement had been reached on 
future development plans. 

But six months into his term, the opposition 
has begun to lose patience. 

"My question [at last week’s full council meet¬ 
ing] was ‘when will you publish the sharehold¬ 
ers' agreement?' They said it was commercially 
sensitive and I don't necessarily buy that," Cllr 
Chapelard said. "I think it is a convenient smoke¬ 
screen; why would it not be in the council's in¬ 
terest to publish the shareholders’ agreement? 
They say it is commercially sensitive, therefore it 
must be to the advantage of John Laing. 

"What is frightening is that as shareholders 
the council cannot influence what is going on 
and force the regeneration company to publish. 

It is a 50/50 partnership. 

"It is frightening we don't have the power to 
make this happen. What was the deal negotiated 
when the regeneration company was founded?" 

Today, Cllr Chapelard is due to ask the cabi¬ 
net when the redacted version will be published 
and he is set to get an answer. 

"It does not mean I'm happy with the edited 
version," he added. "Until we have the agree¬ 
ment published in full, with everything out in the 
open, we cannot look at what we want to do as 
a town, and, secondly, whether the regeneration 
company is the best deal for the residents." 

Cllr Atwood told last Wednesday's full council 
meeting that he agreed with elements of Cllr 
Chapelard's argument and said the delivery 
vehicle was brought in too soon. 

He said this week: "We are going to publish 
a redacted version of the shareholders' agree¬ 
ment. In the redacted sections there will be a 
summary of what information was there and an 
explanation about why it has been redacted. 

"I hope to be able to announce the date for 
publication at the cabinet meeting on Thursday."

‘No imagination’ shown as North 
Farm traffic chaos set to continue 

KENT Highways has been ac¬ 
cused of having “no hope or 
imagination” when it comes to 
solving the traffic congestion 
problems at North Farm. 

It is thought that some 
20,000 residents and visitors 
are affected by the regular jams 
at the busy Tunbridge Wells in¬ 
dustrial estate. 

The opening of the popu¬ 
lar Marks & Spencer and John 
Lewis stores has exacerbated 
the problem, and with the 
long-awaited A21 dualling 
scheme on hold once again due 
to Government spending cuts, 
misery for motorists looks set to 
continue for years to come. 

Tunbridge Wells borough 
councillors who represent the 
surrounding wards of Sher¬ 
wood, High Brooms, Southbor- 
ough and St John ’ s, believe they 
have a short-term solution that 
could ease the gridlock in time 
for the pre-Christmas rush. 

But there is growing frustra¬ 
tion that Kent County Council, 
which is responsible for high¬ 
ways, is reluctant to take any 
immediate action. 

A working group chaired 
by Tunbridge Wells MP Greg 
Clark and including members 
of the borough council, Kent 
Highways and business rep¬ 
resentatives, met earlier this

month to discuss ways to ease 
congestion at the estate. 

Bob Backhouse, a borough 
council member for Sherwood, 
said: “Many of us had high 
hopes of a frank and informa¬ 
tive discussion. Foremost in our 
minds was the need to accom¬ 
modate high levels of Christ¬ 
mas traffic. Consequently we 
were looking for a short-term 
‘tide-us-over’ solution as well 
as a longer ranging solution. 

“Cllr Colin Both well [High 
Brooms and Southborough] 
has had a scheme - a circular 
route within the area. 

“It would stop the right hand 
turns which are a major cause 
of back-up traffic and would be 
simple to install on a temporary 
basis with temporary signage 
and covering lights. 

“This was rejected by the ‘ex¬ 
pert’ hired by KCC Highways as 


too expensive. But his projected 
solutions will be very expensive 
and will not help this year’s 
pre-Christmas congestion. 

“We all left without anything 
new; just confirming that it is 
dire, which we know, and they 
have no hope or imagination at 
highways to solve the conun¬ 
drum in the next few years.” 

A report on different options 
to tackle congestion at North 
Farm based on a study commis¬ 
sioned by the borough council 
and KCC is due to be published 
in early August. 

MP Mr Clark added: “Some 
short-term actions have been 
identified, which I hope can be 
implemented soon.” 

A joint statement from KCC 
and the borough council said 
the idea of a one-way system 
would be looked at as part of a 
medium-term solution.

Cash-in-transit robbers 
locked up for nine years

TWO robbers have each been 
sentenced to nine years in jail 
for a raid on a cash-in-transit 
van in Tunbridge Wells. 

Stephen Stone, 53, of Cran- 
well Road in Rusthall, and 
Grant Stone, 32, of Prusom 
Street in Wapping, were found 
guilty of robbery at Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

Meanwhile, officers are 
hunting for another of the rob¬ 
bers, Ron Stone, 59, from Bow 
in London, who has skipped 
bail and was found guilty in his 
absence. All three are related. 

During a two week trial, the 
jury heard how the two men, 
who were masked, threatened 
and assaulted the driver of a 
Post Office van, demanding he 
hand over the cash he was due 
to deliver to the Post Office in 
Summervale Road. 

The incident took place in 
July. The driver, who was not 
able to access the internal se¬ 
curity cage of the van, endured

a barrage of verbal abuse and 
violence from the crooks, who 
took the cash he had been car¬ 
rying, the court heard. 

A witness started taking pho¬ 
tographs of the robbers, who in 
their hurry to escape released 
the Post Office worker and 
drove off. The stolen car used 
in the robbery, which they at¬ 
tempted to set alight in a bid to 
hide evidence, was later found 
on Tunbridge Wells Common. 

In sentencing, Judge Jeremy 
Gold OC, said: “You have both 
pleaded not guilty and on over¬ 
whelming evidence been found 
guilty. It was a planned robbery 


with a degree of forethought.” 

Police said the net closed on 
the robbers within minutes of 
the crime being committed. 

After finding the stolen geta¬ 
way car, officers were called to 
a nearby location where one of 
the men was seen getting into 
another car. This was traced to 
an address in Rusthall. There, 
officers found one of the offend¬ 
ers, who had cash taken in the 
raid on him. 

Police made two further ar¬ 
rests after another car, linked 
to one of the offenders, was 
stopped later that day and ba¬ 
laclavas and gloves used in the 
crime were found, along with 
£200 in one pound coins. 

Investigating officer, DC 
Mark Ansdell, of the west Kent 
tactical crime investigation de¬ 
partment, said: “Three mem¬ 
bers of the same family were 
found guilty on overwhelming 
evidence of committing this 
robbery, which involved a high 
degree of violence against a de¬ 
livery driver who was just try¬ 
ing to carry out his job.”

What would you do with grot spot?

IT IS hard to walk past Tunbridge Wells’ most 
infamous grot spot and not imagine what might 
finally replace the derelict cinema and boarded- 
up shops. 

The possibilities for the town centre eyesore 
seem endless given the sheer amount of prime 
space available. Do you plump for retail, culture, 
sport or open space? Or perhaps a combination 
of them all? 

But one resident has gone a step further and 
drawn-up detailed plans for the site as part of her 
degree course - recently presenting her efforts to 
the council’s top brass. 

Val Bolsover, of Sandown Park, said she start¬ 
ed to become “fascinated” with local land use in 
January last year. 

“It made me look at the big lump in the middle 
of town and I thought we really ought to be do¬ 
ing something with it,” she said. 

“I thought wouldn’t it be great to knock it 
down and build allotments. But I had to admit 
this would not be financially successful.” 

Former teacher Mrs Bolsover, who is studying 
for a BA in fine art at K College, began research¬ 
ing further. 

“I started thinking about the history of the 
town and how it had beautiful gardens. I thought 
it would be good to build on this . 

“You see people with families and there is no¬ 
where for kids to let off steam. If people can’t af¬ 
ford to eat at a cafe for lunch they end up walk¬ 
ing along eating a sandwich. 

“The site needs something that nowhere else 
has, so I thought about building a garden verti¬ 
cally from the ground. ” 

Creating a ‘living wall’ - an example of which 
can be seen at the 02 Arena in Greenwich - 
forms the centre piece of her scheme. 

Mrs Bolsover has envisaged a terraced, open 
space leading away from Mount Pleasant, which

would form a social meeting area with the living 
wall reaching up alongside it. 

Her design is based on a crescent-shaped 
building, which she sees housing a museum, 
art gallery and library, as well as two cafes, one 
outside. There would be more open space on the 
other side of the building. 

Rather controversially, she also thought the 
site could be a better place for the war memorial, 
saying it would be “more respectful” than by a 
bus stop and would still have space for parades. 

“I feel very strongly that the premises we’ve 
got for the library and museum at the moment 
are inadequate,” she said. “The museum cannot 
do much in the way of workshops and much of 
the huge collection cannot be displayed. 

“There is a bizarre obsession with more shops 
when they are closing like crazy.” 

Asked if she had any plans for the Town Hall 
buildings, she said: “That’s for another time. An¬ 
other public swimming pool would be lovely in 
that building though and a cinema is what eve¬ 
ryone’s been asking for.”

and major projects David Jukes has said that he 
sees a mixed development with “civic amenities” 
on the site. 

Mrs Bolsover met with Cllr Jukes and Bob At¬ 
wood, the council’s leader, to discuss her ideas 
to transform the grot spot into a community and 
cultural hub. 

“I think they were both quite surprised at the 
amount of thought I’d put in and I think they 
liked the space it creates,” she added. “I thought 
they might think it was too modern. Personally, 
I think it needs to be modern because the current 
generation needs to leave their mark.”

Tickled

WHEN Adam Hargreaves was six years old he 
asked his father what a tickle looked like. 

His innocent question would provide the spark 
which would forever change his family’s lives. 
Because when Mr Tickle was born so was a phe¬ 
nomenon. 

The Mr Men would, within ten years, become 
a multi-million pound business. Perhaps more 
remarkably, this year it celebrates its 40th anni¬ 
versary and it continues to be as popular, world¬ 
wide, today as ever before. 

Roger Hargreaves’ creation has sold close to 
100 million books and been translated into doz¬ 
ens of languages. Even his untimely death in 
19 8 8 at the Kent & Sussex Hospital in Tunbridge 
Wells - aged just 53 - could not slow its relent¬ 
less dive into the public’s psyche. 

It achieved what so few achieved - a cross- 
generational appeal, born from taking human 
characteristics and personifying them. 

For the Hargreaves family it transformed their 
lives. Creator Roger had been desperate to make 
a name for himself in the world of cartoons. 

But for young Adam, growing up at their 
home near Cowden, the experience was one that 
was at times difficult for him to cope with. 

“I was a young age when it took off and not so 
aware of what my father was doing on the busi¬ 
ness side,” he explains. “It was in my teens when 
I became aware of quite how successful he was. 

“I was dreadfully embarrassed as a teenager by 
the whole thing. For a long time I felt very awk¬ 
ward about it; the fame my father achieved and 
the success worldwide. I think I rebelled against 
it, in a funny sort of way, by going into farming. 
It was a way of almost trying to ground myself.” 

Adam Hargreaves has perhaps one of the more 
unusual career paths. With his father enjoying 
huge success, he studied art at Brighton as a stu¬ 
dent. But then, his life took an unlikely change. 

“I’ve always drawn since I can remember and 
always loved it,” the 47-year-old father-of-two 
says from his home in nearby Heathfield. “I did 
a foundation course at Brighton Art College but 
quite mysteriously, even now I’m not quite sure 
how, I went into farming for six years. 

“I loved being outside - as my paintings dem¬ 
onstrate - landscapes are a passion. So I think 
farming was a result of that. 

“I worked on mainly beef and arable farms 
- but I did work as a dairy man for a couple of 
years, milking cows, but I must admit that did 
wear rather thin on me.

“When my dad died, I was looking for some¬ 
thing new to do - and that was Mr Men.” 

Roger Hargreaves’ death was, as can only be 
expected, a pivotal moment in Adam’s life. 

“He was only 5 3 when he died. He had a stroke 
and went into hospital and then had a series of 
bigger strokes during the course of one day. It 
was all over within 24 hours. I was 24. But my 
sisters are seven years younger than me. It was a 
shocking time. It came so out of the blue. 

“He was a larger than life character. He was 
6ft 5in so he had a big physical presence. He was 
quite a joker. That sense of humour you see in 
the Mr Men books was certainly part of what he 
was - those silly puns and the teasing of us. He 
had a light-hearted view of life, but also strong 
ambition. He wanted to succeed. 

“He was really chuffed with its success. I’m 
sure he would be cock-a-hoop to know we’re cel¬ 
ebrating the 40th anniversary and they are still 
successful. I think he would be rather amazed. 


“I never really showed my appreciation of 
what a good idea he had, as he died before I re¬ 
ally appreciated what he had created.” 

His untimely death would lead to Adam tak¬ 
ing over the reins, going from milking cows to 
the helm of a multi-million pound business. 

“The last thing I ever imagined doing was 
drawing Mr Men,” he explains. “My Dad was the 
sole creator of the Mr Men and when he went 
there was a big hole to be filled in terms of an 
on-going business, the merchandising which 
needed to be fuelled by illustrations, artwork 
and design. 

“I could not have been more green if I tried 

- stepping into the business world. But we had a 
very kind and tolerant agent at the time and he 
led me through the maze.” 

He would go on to create ten more characters 
and write hundreds of books spin-off materials. 

In 2008 the family sold the rights to the Mr 
Men series to entertainment group Chorion in a 
deal worth £2 8m. 

Today, the family have no influence over the 
brand - although Adam remains employed as 
an artistic consultant, drawing new books and 
materials as and when required. 

The financial freedom has, however, allowed 
him to branch out and explore his real passion 

- painting. 

His magnificent landscapes of the countryside 
in and around his home will form the backbone 
of a solo exhibition which takes place at Tun¬ 
bridge Wells’ Fairfax Gallery between September 
16-29; allowing the public to glimpse a different 


side to the artistic talents of a man who has en¬ 
tertained millions. 

“It didn’t frustrate me,” he says of applying his 
artistic talents to the Mr Men, “but at the back of 
my mind was the idea I wanted to paint. 

“I spent nearly 18 years doing Mr Men but I’d 
always wanted to do landscapes. It’s been great 
over the last five years to exercise that ambi¬ 
tion.” 


Now with a 23-year-old daughter and 17- 
year-old son, Mr Hargreaves hopes to continue 
the artistic legacy and admits to nervously an¬ 
ticipating his solo show. 

“I am very excited about it, but I get quite 
nervous. I’m not a very social person; I’m rela¬ 
tively shy I guess. I hate being the focus of atten¬ 
tion at open evenings. 

“There is an element of baring your soul - cer¬ 
tainly putting out something you’re really proud 
of but not knowing what the reaction will be 
- it’s quite a nerve-racking experience. 

“It is very different to the Mr Men thing which 
is already successful and accepted - and also it 
wasn’t my idea - that is a lot simpler and easier 
to put yourself out there. Painting is more per¬ 
sonal to me.”

Cyclist puts the 
cogs in motion 
to raise cash for 
crisis in Africa

A 23-YEAR-OLD from Tun¬ 
bridge Wells has embarked 
on a 90-mile a day bike ride 
through Europe to raise money 
to tackle poverty in Africa. 

Trainee solicitor Stuart 
Knight began his adventure to 
Barcelona on Sunday joined by 
his friend from college Adam 
Cus worth. 

Money raised from the trip 
will go to FARM-Africa, an in¬ 
ternational non-governmental 
organisation that works with 
rural smallholders, and forest 
and nomadic communities in 
eastern Africa to help families 
tackle rural poverty. 

He said: “The worsening 
drought in eastern Africa is 


threatening to develop into a 
humanitarian catastrophe and 
widespread starvation. 

“I felt raising money for 
FARM-Africa was the best way 
I could contribute to address¬ 
ing this potential crisis for some 
of the world’s most vulnerable 
people. 

“What I like about FARM- 
Africa is their long-term ap¬ 
proach to finding solutions to 
food poverty in Africa.” 

Mr Knight has been training 
three to four hours a day by cy¬ 
cling through Kent and neigh¬ 
bouring counties. 

However, he admitted that 
cycling from Tunbridge Wells 
to East Grinstead over the 
South Downs is nothing com¬ 
pared to the gruelling climp 
through the Pyrenees he faces

On Sunday, the cyclists 
caught a ferry from Port¬ 
smouth to Le Havre. They will 
then travel through France to 
Bordeaux before heading down 
to Perpignan where they will 
start their climb through the 
Pyrenees into Spain. 

Mr Knight is aiming to raise 
£500 and the international 
law firm Herbert Smith LLP, 
where he starts work on his re¬ 
turn, has agreed to donate an 
extra £2 50.

Don’t think we’re all corrupt 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth defends Kent Police, reminding us that 
the service are actively pursuing corruption and continuing to fight crime 


IT is impossible to turn on the 
television or open a newspa¬ 
per at the moment without 
seeing the police service being 
accused of the most serious 
wrongdoing. 

Much of this criticism is 
lazy, ill-informed, and, when 
you dig into the detail, is just 
plain wrong. 

The words ‘police corrup¬ 
tion’ - the most heinous and 
dishonourable accusation that 
can be levelled against a po¬ 
lice officer - are being bandied 
about with little concern for 
the facts. 

Clearly there are issues 
to be investigated around 
phone hacking, but this does 
not warrant some individuals 
and organisations attempt¬ 
ing to tar 140,000 dedicated 
public servants with the same 
brush. To do so is offensive and 
irresponsible. 

Corruption is not prevalent 
in the police service, and I can¬ 


not allow any suggestion that 
it is to go unchallenged. 

My view is well known on 
corruption - deal with it swiftly 
and decisively. 

We do not want people 
like that in the service and 
Kent Police has an excellent 
record of identifying and deal¬ 
ing with that tiny proportion 
of officers who choose to dis¬ 
regard their Oath of Office and 
abuse the trust the public have 
given us. 

It is worth remembering that 
in virtually every instance cor¬ 
rupt officers are uncovered by 
the work of other police officers 
- we are the first people to take 
responsibility, and to hold and 
be held to account when cor¬ 
ruption surfaces. 

Is there any other organisa¬ 
tion that actively pursues cor¬ 
ruption in the way the police 
service does? 

The police service is still one 
of the most respected institu¬ 


tions and professions in British 
society, and rightly so. 

I see exemplary and selfless 
acts by Kent Police officers eve¬ 
ry day that show that sacred 
trust is justified. 

For example the officers 
who recently dived into a lake 
in perilous conditions to save 
the life of a motorist who had 
become trapped in her car; 
they rescued her and saved 
her life without a thought 
for their own safety. Or the 
two unarmed colleagues who 
only two weeks ago disarmed 
a man who took aim at them 
with a handgun. 

We are in the only job 
where your instinct is to run 
towards danger rather than 
away from it. 

I do not want the current 
national issues around phone 
hacking to give a distorted pic¬ 
ture of policing in Kent. 

Overall, crime has fallen 
again in the county over the

last year, with significant 
reductions in crimes like 
burglary and criminal dam¬ 
age. This marks five years of 
sustained success in driving 
crime down. 

Kent is one of the safest 
places to live in the UK, 
despite the challenge of 
having over 30 million people 
visit and travel through the 
county each year going to and 
from Europe. 

Our work at Kent’s ports 
and the Channel Tunnel 
helps to keep the whole coun¬ 
try safe from terrorism and 
is a major bulwark against 
illegal immigration and organ¬ 
ised crime. 

I would ask that the people of 
Kent do one thing - judge us on 
our results, their interactions 
with us day in and day out, 
and trust me and my officers to 
keep them safe, lock up crimi¬ 
nals, and act with the highest 
standards of integrity.

Deans must be 
alert to issue 

ONE read with interest Jenna 
Pudelek’s report ‘New chief 
executive takes over at mental 
health trust’ last week, 
concerning the recent 
appointment of Bob Deans as 
chief executive of the Kent &

Partnership NHS Trust. 

As a service-user of 
Tunbridge Wells Mental 
Health Resource (a registered 
local charity providing support 
services for people with mental 
illness in west Kent) and one 
who suffers from both 
generalised anxiety disorder 
and depression, I wish Mr 
Deans well in his new position, 
but would urge him to be 
mindful of the invaluable role 
of voluntary sector providers 
(eg. TWMHR) when commis¬ 
sioning services. 

Without wishing to offend 
Mr Deans or tell him how to do 
his job, I am sure he is only too 
aware - even if, sadly, many 
elected local authority and 
central government repre¬ 
sentatives are not - that not 
only will at least one in four 


people suffer some form of 
mental illness at some stage in 
their lives, but it is imperative 
when demanding clear visible 
‘results’ and successful 
‘outcomes’ from pet-funded 
projects he and others view 
‘success’ in terms of how well 
those plagued with mental 
illness manage their illness, 
rather than simply the number 
of people cured and the 
frequency they are cured. 

Often mental illness is a 
long-term condition not a 
short-term sickness and, for 
that reason, it is important to 
address the holistic needs of 
the sufferer and not simply 
view them as simply another 
anonymous statistic plagued 
with a mental health problem. 

To that end, all of us have a 
role to play by taking time to 
listen to the needs of those 
plagued with mental health 
problems and tackle the 
stigma associated with it.

Arts festival 
hit right note 

I DON’T know where John 
Humphrey gets his informa¬ 


tion from (Letters, last week) 
when he suggests the 
Sevenoaks Three Arts Festival 
was “absorbed” by the 
Sevenoaks Summer Festival 
in the 19 70s. This is far from 
the case as the two exist for 
very separate reasons. 

The Three Arts Festival 
(founded in 19 51) is a 
competitive festival, on the 
lines of a Welsh Eisteddfod, 
holding classes every year for 
speech/drama, singing and all 
types of musical instruments. 

It involves several hundred 
competitors, mainly school-age 
children, but overall the ages 
range between four and (last 
year) 96, whose performances 
receive appraisal from a team 
of adjudicators all eminent in 
their particular field. 

The finale of the festival, the 
prizewinners’ concert (present¬ 
ed as part of the Sevenoaks 
Summer Festival, which 
perhaps is where the confusion 
arises), consists of perform¬ 
ances attaining the highest 
marks and is an inspiring 
celebration of the amazing 
range of talent that exists in 
this area and further afield. 

Rupert Sutton, mentioned 
in Mr Humphrey’s letter, is 
one of many local musicians 


and other citizens interested 
in the performing arts, who 
over the years have presented 
cups to be awarded for specific 
disciplines in the festival - his 
cup is for violin playing. 

Interestingly, there is an 
Ella Sutton Cup for mime, 
although I don’t know 
whether she was his wife. 

The two festivals make an 
equally valuable contribution 
to the cultural life of Seven¬ 
oaks. In 1995 June Clements, 
then a member of the Three 
Arts Festival committee, 
proposed the inauguration of 
the Sevenoaks Young Musician 
of the Year competition which 
the festival has run ever since 
and which has become one 
of Britain’s highly respected 
competitions of this type.

Homelessness 
is of no benefit 

RESEARCH has shown cuts in 
housing benefit will hit 
households in every part of 
Kent and Medway. 

At present, claimants 


include low-paid workers, 
unemployed job seekers and 
low-income pensioners. 

Cuts mean claimants will 
only have access to the 
cheapest 30 per cent of rental 
properties, instead of the 
cheapest 50 per cent available 
before. About 15 per cent of 
households affected will lose 
more than £150 per week. 

Proposed changes to 
housing benefit for people in 
supported housing by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions are particularly 
cruel. They take no account 
of the resulting hardship. 

There are problems with the 
existing system, but these 
proposals are not the answer. 

Homelessness in Kent has 
risen by a quarter in a year. 
Kent Green Party has already 
expressed concern about 
housing policies in Kent and 
Medway in its review of 
countywide housing policies. 

We believe the costs of 
housing benefit can be reduced 
by introducing a living wage 
for Kent and Medway of £8.10 
per hour. Also, the Right-to- 
Buy in council housing should 
end, to conserve this housing 
to meet demand. 

Kent’s population growth is 


estimated at more than 
200,000 people in the next 
two decades and affordable 
housing need at about 12,000 
units per year. 

This makes it imperative to 
bring all empty homes and 
brownfield sites into use.

FOSTERING 

A caring nature is key to 
becoming a foster parent

ACCORDING to the Fostering Network, more 
than 57,000 children live with foster families in 
the UK - so what is in store for those adults who 
decide to offer a home to children? 

There is no age limit but you will have to go 
through a selection process that can take up to 
seven months. 

Most children will continue to have contact 
with their birth parents. They may be placed 
with a foster carer just for a short time while a 
parent is in hospital or for longer periods while 
issues are resolved in a family, so foster carers 
have to be prepared to look after a number of 
children through the years. 

Applicants might think the immediate body 
to approach regarding fostering would be their 
local authority, but there are also independent 
agencies. 

The Integrated Service Programme (ISP), 
based in Sittingbourne, specialises in finding 
placements for children who are harder to home 
with carers. 

A spokeswoman for the agency said: “The lo¬ 
cal authority usually has foster carers who look 
after children who are younger or less challeng¬ 
ing. They turn to us because they do not have the 
resources to support carers that an independent 
agency has.” 

When making a referral the agency tries 
to match a prospective foster carer with 
the child, but the local authority will make the 
final decision. 

Agencies such as ISP have therapists and sup¬ 
port workers on hand to help. 


They also run a school near Teynham, where 
children with social, emotional and behavioural 
difficulties are educated in a safe environment 
and can continue to have contact with their 
birth parents. 

The spokeswoman said: “We always try to get 
them in a mainstream school but it is not always 
possible.” 


Not surprisingly, many children who need 
foster care have difficult backgrounds. They may 
have suffered from abuse or trauma leading to 
emotional problems, so an agency must be con¬ 
fident foster parents will be able to cope. 

The spokeswoman said: “It is a tough process. 
We have a four or five-day course that they at¬ 
tend initially. There is usually a good response

but we may have a few applicants drop out early 
when they realise it is not for them.” 

One practical problem is the need to have a 
spare room. 

The spokeswoman said: “Every foster child 
has to have their own room unless they are sib¬ 
lings and sharing is agreed. 

“Prior to being finally approved, our foster 
carers will spend a couple of months with an in¬ 
dependent social worker doing a very thorough 
assessment of their whole history.” 

But whatever your background, as long as 
you can devote the time to create a safe, caring 
environment for a child, agencies want to hear 
from you. 

The ISP spokeswoman said: “They don’t have 
to be parents themselves. We have all different 
kinds of people. We have couples, same-sex cou¬ 
ples, single carers, but obviously they have to 
have a caring nature.”

"When we place children 
our staff complete a 
comprehensive assessment of 
needs and ensure foster carers 
receive full training and have 
support systems in place to 
ensure placements succeed." 

Benefits are there to see for 
guardians and parents who can 
better themselves with new 
Levels of education through 
the foster care of youngsters, 
with companies like Credo Care 
offering a Children's Workforce 
Development Council NVQ 3 on 
completion of training. 

The support network for 
prospective parents is also 
better than ever, as carers 
for disabled children can be 
offered up to 21 nights of 
‘respite care' a year.

k I HAVE recently had problems 
I with a company called 
[ Vitamail, sending items to me 
that lhad not ordered and then taking 
payment from my bank account. 

I did place an order for one item, but 
Vitamail included something I had not 
ordered and charged me £24 for it. 

A few days later I received a parcel of 
several items - none of which I had 
ordered - and Vitamail took another 
£71 from my account. According to 
the delivery note, my order was placed 
by phone - but I have no phone 
number for the company. I asked my 
bank to reverse the payments, but it 
says it cannot do this. All the bank 
will do is put a note on my file to stop 
any further payments. As a pensioner, 
I cannot afford to lose £95. 

A Vitamail has used post office 
box numbers in London and 
Bedford, but in fact this is a 
French company. Its real name is not 
even Vitamail - it is Promondo - and it 
has been scamming people in Britai n 
for years. It churns out huge numbers 
of letters, telling people they have won 
thousands of pounds. Some letters are 
accompanied by mock cheques. 

All you have to do to claim your prize 
is return a form, which handily turns 
out to be an order form as well, for 
Vitamail’s health supplements and 
bathroom products. The letters are 
cleverly worded so that people believe 
they have already won a fortune. 

The truth is that all they have got is an 
entry in a sweepstake, along with 
thousands and thousands of others. 
Vitamail is very good at whipping up 
enthusiasm so customers believe a big 
win is just around the corner, if only 
they place one more order. I first 
investigated complaints against 
Vitamail about five years ago and 
was told the Advertising Standards 
Authority would enlist the help of 
European consumer protection 
watchdogs to take action. Since then, 
nothing seems to have happened, 
despite warnings against Vitamail 
from some trading standards officials. 
This should not let your bank off 
the hook, though. Demand to know 
by what right the bank chooses to 
believe that you ordered the unwanted 
goods. Is the bank really putting 
Vitamail ahead of you, its customer? 
And if the bank refuses to change 
its mind, and won’t snatch back the 
cash from Vitamail’s bank, complain 
to the Financial Ombudsman (0800 
023 4567).

k THANK you for looking into my 
problem with travel company 
^Ken Clarkson Ltd. When you 
printed my letter in June, you reported 
that insolvency practitioners in 
Birmingham had called a meeting of 
creditors, but they have told me they 
are no longer involved. 



A The collapse of Ken Clarkson is 
looking more and more 
curious. Its director, Muham¬ 
mad Wazim Anjum, placed an official 
announcement in the Government’s 
London Gazette, calling a meeting of 
creditors and saying that details of 
the company’s debts could be obtained 
from an insolvency firm in Birming¬ 
ham. But the insolvency firm backed 
out and the meeting was called off. 

So does this mean the company is still 
in business? Well, no, it doesn’t. 

Details of who owns Ken Clarkson were 
due at Companies House in Cardiff in 
March. They failed to arrive, and at the 
end of June officials started legal 
proceedings to strike the company off, 
meaning it would cease to exist. 

Then suddenly, on July 20, those 
proceedings were put on ice. This 
usually means an official investigation 
has begun, or that someone like you 
who is owed money has started court 
proceedings, so the company will not 
be wound up just yet. Of course, you 
could sue the company for the return 
of the money you paid in advance for 
your trip. You could do this in person 
or through a solicitor. But do be 
aware that the company almost 
certainly has no cash to pay you - 
even if you win in court. The big 
question is, where did the money go? 

Q I RECEIVED a letter from a credit 
card company, thanking me for 
my application. However, I 
made no such application. On closer 
inspection, I realised the letter was 
addressed to me, but with the title 
“Mrs”, even though I am not married. 
Can you offer any advice? 

A IF THIS was definitely a 

personal letter, and not some 
sort of mass mailshot, then it 
appears someone has used your name 
to try to get a credit card. It could even 
be someone who has access to your 
home. Inform the card company 
immediately. Ask for a copy of the 
application in case you can recognise 
the writing. And it would be worth 
monitoring your credit agency file in 
case the trickster has already used your 
name elsewhere.

British Gas fined for 
complaints failings

BRITISH Gas has been hit with a 
£2.5 million fine for failing to deal 
with customer complaints properly. 

The company, which supplies 
nearly half of all UK households, was 
fined by energy regulator Ofgem for 
failing to reopen complaint cases 
when customers claimed their issues 
had not been resolved. 

The move will be particularly 
embarrassing for British Gas, which 
announced massive price rises only 
recently. Nine million of its custom¬ 
ers will be hit when the supplier rais¬ 
es gas and electricity prices by an 
average of 18pc and 16pc respective¬ 
ly from the middle of August. 

It was found guilty of breaching 
regulations that set standards for 
complaint handling - rules that 


came into effect three years ago. 

“Today’s finding highlights basic 
failures in British Gas’s customer 
service, particularly in dealing with 
some of its small business customers, 
and shows Ofgem’s commitment to 
use its powers to ensure suppliers 
treat customers fairly and transpar¬ 
ently,” said Sarah Harrison, senior 
partner for sustainable development 
at Ofgem. 

“We warned the industry in March 
that we would be backing up our 
plans to reform the retail market with 
a tough approach to enforcement.” 

British Gas said Ofgem’s finding 
was “totally disproportionate”, but it 
did admit it failed on the issue of deal¬ 
ing with “micro-businesses”. 

A spokesman said: “We knew we 
had an issue, which is why we flagged 
it to Ofgem. After a £4m investment, 
we are now confident we meet all of 


our regulatory requirements.” 

Ofgem’s inquiries are not focused 
solely on British Gas. 

It is investigating npower and EDF 
Energy for complaint handling, while 
Scottish Power, Scottish and South¬ 
ern Energy, EDF Energy, and npower 
are being investigated for mis-selling. 

There are also investigations into 
Scottish Power under way, for poten¬ 
tially misleading marketing and the 
difference between its standard credit 
and direct-debit tariffs. 

Although the British Gas focuses 
mainly on the company’s small-busi¬ 
ness customers, analysts said the is¬ 
sue affected both consumers and 
businesses. 

James Constant, of Uswitch.com, 
said: “Ofgem’s fine sends a very clear 
message to suppliers that the treat¬ 
ment of customers and handling of 
complaints needs to improve.”

Don’t waste money on phone insurance 


MILLIONS of people are paying for 
mobile phone insurance policies they 
don't need. 

According to a study of the 
burgeoning market, more than five- 
and-a-half million mobile users could 
be doubling-up on their insurance by 
buying standalone policies even 
though their home insurers already 
provide them with cover. 

Networks and phone retailers 
often encourage customers to take 
out insurance for new handsets at 
the point of purchase, and Giffgaff — 
which compiled the research - said 


the average monthly charge for this 
kind of policy is £8.20. 

This means that if someone 
already has sufficient cover via a 
home insurance policy, more than 
£100 a year is being thrown away 
on something that isn't needed. 

The situation can be even worse 
with smartphones which can cost 
up to £14 a month to insure through 
standalone policies. 

"The rise of the smartphone has 
seen a rise in the uptake of insurance 
policies, so it’s really important that 
consumers are aware of which 


policies cover their handsets, to 
avoid paying over the odds," said 
Mike Fairman, chief executive of 
Sim-only network Giffgaff. 

"The mobile retailers will only 
be too happy to sign people up to the 
higher-premium insurance policies, 
and they often apply the pressure 
using scare tactics to make 
consumers sign up on the spot. 

"I'd urge anyone who's thinking 
about insuring their handset to 
check with their home insurance 
provider to avoid wasting their 
hard-earned money."

Saco snaps up AEI 
in £8.6m deal 

PLASTICS manufacturer AEI Com¬ 
pounds has been bought out in an 
£8.6 million deal. 

The Sandwich-based firm, which 
supplies to the wire and cable industry 
in the European, Middle Eastern, Asian 
and African markets, was acquired by 
Saco Polymers Inc, Wisconsin, US. 

The deal was funded by Centric 
Commercial Finance in an asset-based 
Lending (ABL) deal. 

Saco chief executive PhiL Zuehlke 
said: “ABL is more widely used and 
respected in the US and I think UK 
businesses are just now discovering the 
benefits of this type of financing. 

"When we approached one particular 
UK bank for a Loan we were told that 
it would take three to four months for 
them to make a decision. 

"Centric stepped up and delivered 
the deal within two weeks of legal 
instruction." 

Centric’s business development 
director Jeff Greenfield said: "Saco is 
acquiring a fantastic business and one 
that will go from strength to strength." 


FERRY operators DFDS and Louis 
Dreyfus Armateurs have submitted a 
joint bid for the SeaFrance Dover- 
Calais route. 

The proposed deal is subject to a 
number of conditions and needs to 
be approved by relevant competition 
authorities. 

If given the green light, it would 
bring stability to the cross-Channel 
passenger route, which hit troubled 
waters in June last year, when Sea¬ 
France went into receivership. 

A joint statement from DFDS and 


Louis Dreyfus Armateurs, better 
known as LD Lines, read: “If the 
bid is successful DFDS and Louis 
Dreyfus Armateurs will form a jointly 
owned company, with DFDS as the 
majority shareholder, to acquire the 
assets of SeaFrance. It is further¬ 
more the intention to transfer DFDS’ 
Dover-Dunkirk route and Louis Drey¬ 
fus Armateurs’ ferry shipping activi¬ 
ties, LD Lines, to the joint company." 

In 2010, SeaFrance carried close 
to three million passengers between 
Dover and Calais.

Fruit growers will 
share £2m payout 

FRUIT supplier Berry Gardens is set to 
pass on a £2 million rebate to its army 
of growers. 

The Tonbridge co-operative, which 
saw turnover rise to a record £193 mil-

STRUGGLING High Street retailers must 
stay one step ahead of their competitors 
if they want to avoid administration, ac¬ 
cording to a leading business advisor. 

Crowe Clark Whitehill, based in Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells, said firms 
that are being squeezed by the current 
downturn can take steps to secure their 
survival. 

The advice comes after a number of 
big-name retailers called in administra¬ 
tors or announced store closures. 

The list of struggling firms includes 
Thorntons, Jane Norman, Habitat, 
Mothercare and TJ Hughes. 

Crowe Clark Whitehill’s Mark New¬ 
man said: “Nobody can have missed the 
rise in the number of empty units on the 
high street and in shopping centres 
across the country. 

“For retailers it is vital they take a re¬ 
alistic look at their own business and 
those of their competitors. 

“Many need to consider how, if they 
are fighting the internet on price, they 
can differentiate themselves by offering 
a bespoke service.” 

Mr Norman said it was vital that fi¬ 
nancially-troubled businesses sought 
help from a wealth of professionals - 
from accountants, bankers and solici¬ 
tors - as they will have seen many other 
businesses in the same situation and 
can offer advice. 

He said: “Many business owners 
talk to friends and family, but often 
they will tell you what you want to 
hear and are rarely impartial or emo¬ 
tionally unattached. 

“The key challenge facing most retail¬ 
ers is cashflow. Working with your ac¬ 
countant you may be able to put a case 


to HMRC and negotiate a ‘time to pay’ 
arrangement for future PAYE and VAT. 

“If the business can survive, but it has 
a residue of hard-core debt, speak to 
your accountant or an insolvency 
practitioner about the various options 
open to the business. 

“The most important thing is to act 
quickly, don’t ignore the problem hop¬ 
ing it will go away, and remember to 
communicate with the people to whom 
you owe money. 

“Let them know how you are address¬ 
ing your cashflow issue, and assure 
them you will keep them informed on a 
regular basis. 

“Retailers should also examine how 
important they are as customers to their 
suppliers, and try to arrange for stock to 


be provided on a ‘sale or return’ basis. 

“Cashflow can also be improved by 
negotiating with the landlord to accept 
monthly rental terms, or a turnover- 
based rent.” 

Mr Norman said the recent pain felt 
by high street retailers would have far- 
reaching knock-on effects. 

“The plight of the high street will also 
ripple out across the economy,” he said. 

“Commercial landlords are increas¬ 
ingly finding themselves with empty 
premises, yet still having to pay busi¬ 
ness rates. 

“The wholesalers, distributors and 
manufacturers are seeing their own 
sales falter, using fewer haulage compa¬ 
nies, less packaging and other retail-re¬ 
lated services.”

‘stagnant’ economy 


GROWTH slowed to just 0.2 
per cent in the last quarter, 
prompting Kent business boss¬ 
es to make further calls for VAT 
cuts and additional incentives. 

The Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) figures released this week 
have been received differently, 
as is to be expected, by Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne and his 
Labour equivalent, Ed Balls. 

Tory Mr Osborne said the 
growth, despite being minimal, 
was still growth and should be 
viewed as positive post-reces¬ 
sion news, while Mr Balls said 
the Government’s hard line on 
cutting the budget deficit was 
choking the recovery. 

Roger House, chairman of 
Federation of Small Businesses 
Kent and Medway, leaned 
more to the side of the 
shadow chancellor, calling 


the economy “stagnant”. 

He said: “Indications that 
the economy is growing very 
slowly do not come as a sur¬ 
prise as small business confi¬ 
dence also fell in the second 
quarter of this year. 

“Our FSB Kent Small Busi¬ 
ness Barometer for May, 2011, 
revealed that while business in 
the county had climbed up 
from the depths of the recession 
in October, 2008, their future 
prospects have remained static 
over the past six months. 

“A minimal GDP growth of 
0.2 per cent shows that the 
economy has remained stagnant 
and growth is going to remain 
subdued as long as consumer 
confidence is weak and house¬ 
hold budgets are squeezed. 

“While Government plans to 
encourage export-led growth 


are necessary for long-term 
economic rebalancing, the 
Government badly needs to find 
ways to improve confidence and 
kick-start the recovery in the 
short term. 

“The FSB is calling for the 
Employers National Insurance 
holiday granted to firms taking 
on new employees in the north 
and west of the UK to be 
extended to parts of Kent where 
there are high levels of unem¬ 
ployment and economic 
deprivation. 

“The FSB is also calling for a 
cut in VAT to five per cent in 
the construction and tourism 
sectors to provide the much- 
needed boost to both consumer 
and business confidence that 
will help to stimulate the de¬ 
mand that we need for a faster 
economic recovery.” 


Ash cloud good news for Eurostar 
as revenues increase by 12 per cent 


EUROSTAR has recorded a four per cent rise in 
revenue to £421 million. 

The high-speed rail service, which stops at 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford, also saw passenger 
numbers rise by three per cent, from 4.6 million 
in the first six months of 2010, to 4.7 million 
during the same period this year. 

Eurostar bosses said the dual increase was 
particularly strong given that the 2010 figures 
were boosted by increased revenue resulting 
from the volcanic ash cloud disruption in Iceland 
that year - with 100,000 extra customers 
switching to rail during the crisis. 

Excluding the impact of the ash cloud, 
revenue rose by 12 per cent year-on-year. This 
was attributed to consumers prioritising Leisure 
travel over other discretionary purchases and a 
spike in international passenger travel. 

Eurostar chief executive Nicolas Petrovic said: 
"Despite the pressures on household budgets, 
consumers are choosing to prioritise leisure 
travel over other discretionary purchases. 

"In this difficult economic climate, we are 



finding customers attach even greater value to 
their leisure time and are protecting short 
breaks and time away with family and friends. 

"The growth in the number of travellers heading 
for London earlier in the year has gathered 
momentum and in the first half international 
bookings have gone up by more than 20 per cent. 
With Royal Wedding fever, London 2012 and the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee on the horizon, London 
remains a hot destination for international visitors.'

EMPLOYERS from across the 
county invested in the work¬ 
force of tomorrow by partici¬ 
pating in a series of secondary 
school workshops. 

More than 500 students at 
SimonLangton Girls’ Grammar 
School took part in activities 
that involved them working di¬ 
rectly with businesses such as 
Mowll & Mowll solicitors, Pear¬ 
son UK, Pfizer, and the NHS.

Lawrence cricket ground in

students have all produced 
throughout this busy week.

The workshops offered to 
Year 9 students featured talks

“The workshops clearly in¬ 
spired the girls to think about 
a career in law in the future, 
as I had more questions than I 
could answer.” 

The challenges tackled by 
Year 10 students were set by a 
range of employers, including 
the University for the Creative 
Arts, NatWest, and East Kent 
Microbiology Services. 

News for Schools set them 
the task of creating new pub¬ 
lications for teenagers, and 
four of those who took part 
- Elbe Bergin, Jag Klimow- 
icz, Miranda Lyle and Ash¬ 
ley Gawler - wrote an article 
about the experience. 

They said: “Overall this has 
been an incredibly useful ex¬ 
perience for the girls. It has 
allowed them to ex¬ 
perience many 
professions 
and see if 
the sub¬ 
jects they 
were 
thinking 
of con¬ 
tinuing 
were the 
right ones 
for them, as 
well as giving 
them skills for 
future jobs. 

“Many also benefited from 
attending a job interview 
which has taught them to

Angus McDonald 


A UTHOR Angus McDonald has just 
had his third novel published and 
it features a new take on the life of 
Robin Hood. 

McDonald, from Tonbridge, 
who is a former war correspond¬ 
ent, has received rave reviews for King’s Man 
which tells of the adventures of the outlaw of 
Sherwood Forest on his return from accompa¬ 
nying King Richard the Lionheart - imprisoned 
in Austria during the period in which the novel 
is set - on the Third Crusade. 

This Robin and his fellow outlaws are 
far-removed from the usual ‘merry men’ of 
the tales and bards which date back centuries. 

“I wanted to write about medieval times,” 
said McDonald, “And I wanted a hero that was 
recognisable. Robin Hood kept leaping out at 
me and he forced his way into my first book. 

“Once he was there I thought ‘what can I do?’ 
I wanted an adult character so I asked myself 
‘how would a medieval outlaw behave?’ 

“I felt he would have had to be pretty tough 
and ruthless and a light-bulb moment came 
when I was watching Marlon Brando as Don 
Corleone in The Godfather. I thought he was 
behaving very much like a feudal baron as he 
gave out ‘justice’. So, I thought a feudal baron 
could behave very much like a gangster.” 

The character of Robin Hood has appeared in 
film on numerous occasions, most recently on 
the big screen in the form of Russell Crowe in a 
grittier than usual portrayal. Kevin Costner 
has played the role, and so has Sean Connery, 
playing an older outlaw opposite Audrey 
Hepburn’s Maid Marion. 

Douglas Fairbanks cut a black and white 
dash in tights and a feathered cap, while on TV 
Jonas Armstrong played a 21st century 
politically correct robber-of-the-rich, and 
Michael Praed a mystical one in the 1980s. 

Mr McDonald’s favourite portrayal comes 
from an all-time Hollywood great. 

“For me it has to be Errol Flynn,” he said. 
“Maybe it’s because I remember watching 
him on television on wet Sunday afternoons 
when I was young. But I though Kevin Costner 
was pretty good and Russell Crowe. 

“I understand Crowe’s version had all sorts of 
wrangles over the script. There was an idea he 
could play both Robin and the Sheriff of 
Nottingham, also that their traditional roles 
would be reversed. But in the end I think the 
scriptwriters lost their nerves.” 

The rich lives of the real-life historical 
character of the Middle Ages were another 
source of inspiration for the books. 

Mr McDonald said: “Nobody has managed to

find a real Robin Hood. But most scholars seem 
to agree the period of the early 13th century is 
the time to look at. 

“But I decided to take the story back 20 or so 
years. My first book is set in 118 8, and I want to 
take the series through to the Magna Carta in 
1215. In that incredible period there is Henry II 
at the very end of his reign. He had established 
an empire from the Pennines to the Pyrenees.” 

Mr McDonald, the son of a diplomat, lived 
in many parts of the world, but called a 
house in Chiddingstone Causeway home - 
hence his current address in Tonbridge. 

After university he worked as a waiter in a 
celebrity hang-out cafe in New York, where 
he had to pretend to be French to impress the 
regular customers who included Madonna, 
Robert De Niro and Dustin Hoffman. 

Travelling and writing for newspapers and

magazines followed before he decided to go 
freelance after the 9-11 attacks on New York 
and Washington. 

“I wanted to cover a warzone and my paper I 
was working for wouldn’t send me,” he said. 

“So took myself off to Islamabad, Pakistan,” 
he said. “I then went into Afghanistan. I wasn’t 
embedded (officially working alongside 
Coalition forces). It was just me and a couple of 
gunmen who were supposed to protect me. I 
was at Tora Bora (a cave complex stormed by 
US Special Forces as it was thought to be the 
hiding place of Osama Bin Laden) and I was 
mortared, shot at, and saw a lot of dead bodies. 

“When I came home my nerves were all over 
the place. So I took a quiet job and started 
working on my novels. Writing and travelling 
to the places where my books are set - which I 
call optical research - is a dream come true.”

Animal exports 


T HERE have been few issues in 
recent years which act as an 
instant trigger for angry protesters 
and emotive language. 

Animal exports have certainly 
been one. Few will be able to forget 
the angry scenes outside Dover several years 
ago when the trade used the port. 

And now the issue is a political hot potato 
once more after exports began at Ramsgate. 

Once again, farmers have pointed out the 
benefits to being able to conduct the trade - 
citing financial benefits and the strict legislation 
which must now be met to ensure the safety of 
the animals involved. 

Those opposed are vocal in their condemna¬ 
tion. 

Peter Stevenson, chief policy advisor at Com¬ 
passion in World Farming, said: “Young calves, 
perhaps two or three weeks old who have 
already suffered the distress of being removed 
from their mother are being transported huge 
distances involving two ferry crossings and 
three road journeys. 

“Young calves are not equipped to cope with 
the demands of lengthy journeys and many 
suffer greatly from stress, exhaustion, thirst, 
hunger and disease. 

“We urge Britain’s sheep farmers not to send 
their animals for slaughter abroad. ” 

This time, both protestors and concerned 
councillors are looking along the south coast to 
Portsmouth; a port which has recently, and 
legally, stopped the trade to prevent angry 
scenes which can impact both on the port’s 
reputation and other business. 

The movement of calves and sheep to the 
continent began in Ramsgate in May, following 
damage to the pontoon in Dover. 

National and European legislation, which has 
established Ramsgate as an open port - meaning 
it must allow any vessel involved in a legal trade 
to dock if possible - allows the live exports to take 
place. 

Were Thanet District Council, 
which both owns and runs the 
port, to issue a ban, it runs the risk 
of extensive legal action and pos¬ 
sible compensation. With council 
budgets tight, no-one can take the 
risk of a messy trawl through the 
courts. 

Commercial services manager 
at Thanet District Council (TDC), 

Mark Seed, said: “We are exception¬ 
ally unhappy about this situation 
and the potential impact such trade 
could have on the port, but there 
is no legal basis on which we can 
refuse the use of the port for this purpose. 

“To take legal action against live animal exports 
would involve a significant cost to the taxpayer 
and, as has been shown in previous cases, sadly it 
is unlikely to prevent it. ” 

Michele Danan, head of public affairs at Com¬ 
passion in World Farming (CIWF), an organisa¬ 
tion attempting to ban the trade nationally, said: 
“This is a cruel and archaic trade being enforced 
using Victorian legislation. 

“The British people don’t want it and the people 
of Ramsgate don’t want it.” 

A different approach will be needed - and Port¬ 
smouth is proving something of an inspiration. 

The port successfully impounded a ship carry¬ 
ing live exports after increasing the fees to £5,000 
per lorry. 

Michael Lawther, strategic director for Port¬ 
smouth City Council, said: “The ferry company 
did not pay berthing duty fees during the period of 
October - November 2009. 

“As a result one of their vessels was seized until 
the berthing fees were paid. 

“Celtic Ferries paid to have the vessel released 
and launched a claim against the council for lost 
revenue. 

“To challenge through the courts would not be

a sound spend of taxpayers’ money and as a result 
the council agreed to the settlement with the ferry 
company forgoing the berthing fee in exchange 
for them dropping their compensation claim.” 

Thanet council hopes to use a similar strategy 
of increasing berthing fees to pay for additional 
secutiry and handling costs, to price the exporters 
out of the market. 

Labour councillor Ian Driver, who has been a 
vocal protestor inside and outside of the council 
chamber, said: “This trade is only marginally 
profitable, so if we could put the squeeze on the 
trade it would stop very quickly because they 
would be losing money.” 

Raising the berthing fees and the surcharges 
at the Port of Ramsgate would not only harm the 
ship’s operator, Barco de Vapor BV of Amsterdam, 
but it would also impact on the farmers who are 
selling the animals. 

Farmers, however, say the trade is essential. A 
spokesman for the National Farmers’ Union said: 
“This trade is subject to comprehensive legislative 
controls designed to safeguard animal welfare. 

“There is nothing inherently wrong or cruel 
either about moving calves from part of Europe to 
another, provided they are well-cared for both in 
transit and in rearing. 


“This is a valuable and legitimate trade, par¬ 
ticularly given the value of the pound against the 
Euro. 

“If the UK public wants to retain a beauty and 
diversity of the English countryside, the livestock 
farmer has to make a profitable return on his 
livestock. 

“Legitimate internal and external markets 
should be open to him.” 

Livestock farmer and NFU member, Frank 
Langrish, supports the notion that anyone break¬ 
ing the legislation should be punished, but says 
that the journey to the continient is actually better 
for the animals as they have less time and distance 
to travel. 

He said: “Unfortunately, for those of us who 
produce animals, that’s our income, that’s how 
we make money. 

“There is an abattoir one hour and twenty 
minutes from Calais, so, including the loading, it 
will only take about four-and-a-half to five hours 
total transport time. 

“It is also EU approved, so it operates at the 
same standard as those in the UK. This is a legal 
trade. Things have moved on over the last 20 
years and there is a belt and braces way of doing 
things now.”

When the cad took on 
Kent’s cricket players

WITH all its great claims to 
true historical significance 
Canterbury has also been in¬ 
strumental in the notorious 
career of fictional rake, wom¬ 
aniser, poltroon and arch-cad 
Sir Harry Paget Flashman. 

One of the great literary 
creations of all time, Flash- 
man first appeared in Tho¬ 
mas Hughes 1857 novel Tom 
Brown’s Schooldays as the 
“fag-roasting rotter” bully of 
Rugby School, finally expelled 
for drunkenness. 

But it took 20th century 
writer George McDonald Fra¬ 
ser to fully develop the charac¬ 
ter as a VC winning soldier and 
imperial adventurer in a series 
of bestselling novels. 

The first novel in the series 

- simply called Flashman - sees 
“a scoundrel, a liar, a cheat, a 
thief, a coward - and oh yes, a 
toady” setting off on his mili¬ 
tary career. 

His choice of the elite 11th 
Regiment of the Light Dra¬ 
goon, in which his father 
bought him a commission 

- was based purely on the fact 
the unit was unlikely to be 
sent abroad and into action 
as it had just completed long 
service in India. 

In fact they were based at 
Canterbury where Flashman, 
strolling in the parks, makes 
the acquaintance of a French 
woman who is involved with 
another officer. 

The ensuing duel goes 
someway towards making the 
false reputation for daring,

bravery and recklessness he 
holds throughout his career - 
as only he and his accomplice 
know his opponent’s pistol is 
not loaded. 

Part of the genius of the nov¬ 
els is that they claim to be the 
discovered memoires of a man 
who history has lauded, telling 
the truth of his life in old age. 

This proclamation at the 
start of the first book was so 
convincing it had 10 of 34 US 
reviewers celebrating the un¬ 
earthing of valuable real-life 
historical documents. 

Later novels tell of Flash- 
man’s adventures in the Indian 
Mutiny, leading the Charge of 
the Light Brigade, outwitting 
Sherlock Holmes, battling Na¬ 


tive American warriors, foiling 
a Russian invasion and help¬ 
ing to start the American Civil 
War. 

At Little Bighorn, he saves 
his skin by (apparently) shoot¬ 
ing General George Custer. 

In Afghanistan, he acquires 
a reputation for heroism when 
his unconscious body is discov¬ 
ered draped in the regimental 
colours he’d desperately at¬ 
tempted to give away to the 
enemy. 

In Flash for Freedom, he is 
praised as a heroic anti-slav¬ 
ery campaigner - but only be¬ 
cause the ship full of kidnapped 
Africans he is helping sail to 
America has just been boarded 
by the US Navy. 

But “Flashy” also has further 
connections with Canterbury 
when he returns in Flashman’s 
Lady. 

A noted cricketer when play¬ 
ing against Kent at Lord’s for 
a Rugby School XI in 1842 
he takes a hat-trick of illustri¬ 
ous wickets - Felix, Pilch and 
Mynn - and is then invited to 
play in a festival in the city. 

But he doesn’t stay long in 
the Garden of England. 

With bewildering speed 
a combination of adultery, 
gambling and a close single¬ 
wicket match with an old- 
Etonian Sarawak pirate lord 
leads to the kidnapping of his 
wife, battles on a Borneo river 
the storming of a bandit fort 
and finally a spell serving an 
African queen in an intimate 
capacity.

Tearoom’s success causes 
quite a stir in cathedral city 


T EA IS one of the things that unites us 
as a nation - whether it is the fin est 
Earl Grey served in bone china or a 
mug of Tetley. So when Jo Dench- 
Owens opened Tiny Tim’s Tearoom 
in Canterbury she knew the cuppa 
had to be at the centre of the experience. 

She said: “Tea is a real social part of being 
British. Everyone needs a cup of tea during the 
day. It is a respite from shopping, work and 
day-to-day life. People come with friends or just 
on their own to get away from it all.” 

Jo opened the tearooms in 2007 with her 
husband, but the size of the project soon 
outgrew her expectations when she found a 
shop in St Margaret’s Street. 

She said: “We wanted a nice small corner 
tearoom with room for about 20 covers, and 
then we found this building. It was far bigger 
than we had anticipated, but the history really 
interested us. It was built in the 1600s. When 
we took it over it was in a sad way after being a 
furniture shop, but we loved the potential. I 
don’t think at the time we realised what a big 
place it was and what it would take to run it.” 

Jo’s initial motivation for opening the 
tearoom came from her love of baking, which 
she inherited from her mother. 

“She was a proper mum. She had always 
been a baker, making cakes and pastries and I 
used to help her in the kitchen. My grandmoth¬ 
er’s scones recipe is the one we use here, so 
really baking has been in the family for 
generations,” said Jo. 

The idea of Tiny Tim’s was to recreate a 
tearoom that had a sense of style from the 19 30s. 

Jo said: “We thought that would be most 
appropriate and it gives the place a sense of style 
and class.” 

The art deco fixtures fit in well with exposed 
beams of a Tudor building which also has some 
supernatural residents. 

Jo said: “The building is haunted by three 
children. I have never seen them, but our chef 
says he hears things all the time. We have a 
ghost room upstairs, which tells you the story

“There are hundreds of teas. We try and bring 
them in on a monthly basis. If they prove really 
popular they make it onto the full menu.” 

Recently Tiny Tim’s has been recognised by 
the British Tea Guild for its excellence. 

Jo said: “It was an absolute honour. It is a bit 
like the Michelin Star for tearooms. It is a very 
high standard and includes places like The Ritz. 
Deciding to join the Guild meant we looked at 
everything we did and raised our standards. 

“They are a very good organisation. They 
promote tea and really look at your tea service 
and how you present yourself to the customer. 
It’s more than just a certificate on the wall.” 

Food is also an important element to the Tiny 
Tim experience. 

Jo said: “We try to cater for people’s needs 
without going too far away from what we are 
essentially. We have a full working kitchen so 
people can enjoy something at lunch. 

“All the cakes and sponges are made here on 
a daily basis. We also make some savoury 
dishes such as sausage puffkins made with local 
sausage meat and Kent Hufkins, a traditional 
roll that is delivered fresh to us each day.” 

The tearoom has also proved a popular place 
for students to bring proud parents on gradua¬ 
tion day. “It is great to see the tearoom full of all 
these caps and gowns,” said Jo. 

Tiny Tim’s looks like it is going from strength 
to strength. 

Jo said: “I had no idea how busy it was going 
to be. We need 20 staff to run the place, but I 
think Canterbury needed somewhere like this 
that gives people an authentic British experi¬ 
ence. We do get a lot of tourists, but many 
regulars have now become good friends.”

WITH all the hustle and bustle of 
daily life, it can sometimes be easy 
for city-dwellers such as myself to 
forget just how rural a place the Garden 
of England is. 

Home to countless orchards, 
ancient woodland and green spaces, 
it's really not that difficult to locate a 
restaurant set in the heart of the 
Kent countryside which offers the 
types of views most urban folk can 
only dream of. 

Being aware that Chartham, near 
Canterbury, is a popular place to live, I 
decided to type the words ‘Chartham’ 
and ‘restaurants' into Google when 
trying to figure out where I should eat 
last Saturday night.

that you don't have to spend too long 
looking for idyllic eateries in Kent. 

With the restaurant overlooking 
acres of apple orchards and with a 
classic red telephone box stood at its 


entrance, my guest and I were instantly 
won over by the charm of the place. 

Thankfully the food lived up to 
expectations too, as you would expect 
from a restaurant whose owner has 
catered for cricket test matches at 
Lord's, tennis at Wimbledon, and rugby 
at Twickenham. 

For my starter I opted for a delicious 
dish of chicken liver, smoked bacon and 
brandy pate served with home-made 
chutney (£5.50), and I'm happy to say 
the Chapter Arms is probably the only 
restaurant I've ever visited that provides 
you with enough toast to spread the 
stuff on. Bravo! 

My guest was equally pleased with 
her carpaccio of Aberdeen Angus 
fillet with mixed leaf salad (£6), which 
set her up nicely for a main course of 
Romney Marsh lamb rump served 
with spring onion mash, Kentish 


asparagus and a mint veloute (£15). 

For my main, I decided to order the 
Kentish pork tenderloin served with a 
cider fondant potato, carrots, green 
beans and a pork and apple jus (£14). 
While the potato was slightly crumbly, 
it did not take away from what was a 
tasty, filling meal. 

We both rounded our meal off with a 
beautiful treacle pudding (£5.50) - 
which you can't really go wrong with. 

Overall, the Chapter Arms is a 
fantastic pub with excellent local food, 
and I shall most definitely be making a 
return visit. 

I'd encourage you to do the same.

Isle of Sheppey

E NJOY an afternoon away from it 
all. With the breeze in your hair 
and the wind at your heels you 
can now enjoy a day of cycling 
along mainly traffic-free routes on 
the Isle of Sheppey. 

The Isle of Harty Trail 5.9 miles (9.5km) and 
the Sheerness Way 5.6 miles (9km) are both 
flat and suitable for families. 

They are mainly traffic free, but with some 
sections on road. At a moderate speed they 
can be completed comfortably in under an 
hour, depending on your fitness, but with 
young children it will take longer. Build in 
stops to enjoy the local attractions and you 
could easily spend the whole day exploring 
either trail. 

The Isle of Harty Trail is mostly off-road, the 
path is largely tarmac or concrete with sections 
of rolled gravel. When off-road do expect 
potholes and small cracks; routes do go through 
working farms and so occasional farm traffic 
should be expected. Do take care on the road. 

Parking can be found at the Coastal Park 
and there are a further two car parks along the 
sea wall. 

Leysdown is a small, but lively seaside resort, 
with a fine sand and shell beach - perfect for 
families. Before you start your journey, treat 
yourself to a snack in one of the many cafes or 
have a go in the amusements. 

The trail is signed from the Spinney in the 
centre of Leysdown, so you can start your 
exploration here. 

At the beginning of the 20th century the 
American Wright Brothers, pioneers of early 
flight, made the Isle of Sheppey a focal point of 
British aviation. They commissioned the Short 
brothers, who had already set up a factory on 
land between Leysdown and Shellness, to build 
aeroplanes to fly at Eastchurch. 

Nearby Muswell Manor was the headquarters 
for the early aviators and subsequently became 
the base for the Royal Aero Club of Great 
Britain. The first pilot’s licence was issued 
here. Today the Grade II-listed building is a 
holiday centre. 

Continue on to the Isle of Harty. As the name 
suggests Harty was once an island, separated 
from the Isle of Sheppey by Capel Fleet and up to 
a mile of water. 

While enjoying views of the Swale Estuary 
and looking over to Whitstable, you cannot 
help but feel that you are the only one there. 

Despite the sense of remoteness, Harty 
Church has been there for more than 900 
years. Look carefully and you will see that this 
Church is situated on the channel of the East 
Swale. It has seen people pass its doors upon 
every tide. Go inside to admire the Flemish Kist 
(a 14th century wooden chest), carved with 
two jousting knights which, legend has it, was 
brought in on one of these tides. 

Close by is the Ferry House Inn near to the 
Ferry Landing where, until 1947, a regular 
ferry crossed to the mainland. You can stop 
here for some light refreshment. 

Further inland, the RSPB ‘Raptor View Point’ 
is worth a visit. A spur from the main cycle 
circuit, you can watch marsh harriers swoop¬ 
ing over the reed beds from April to October. 

This is a premier site for watching birds of 
prey - from the Merlin to the short-eared owl. 

In particular look out for the rough-legged 
buzzard in winter months, and the hobby in 
summer. 

For unrivalled wildlife you can also visit the 
Swale National Nature Reserve, an internation¬ 
ally important site. Park your bikes and enter 
on foot. Keep your eye out for the range of rare 
plants, birds, butterflies and moths such as 
white sea kale on the beach, the clouded yellow 
butterfly, and bedstraw hawk moth. 

Having you enjoyed your tour, why not 
check out the Sheerness Way, another exciting 
cycle ride on the Isle of Sheppey where you 
will discover the history of the Queenborough 
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At just under six miles each, the Isle of Harty Trail 
and the Sheerness Way offer cyclists and walkers 
a rare insight into the wonderful nature, beautiful 
landscapes and history found on the Isle of Sheppey

Landlords must warm to 
government’s Green Deal 

Rental homes with poor Energy Performance Certificates will be banned 
from the market says Tara Greaves, sustainability correspondent for 
Archant, who uses personal experience to outline the current situation 


VER the years I have rented 
various properties and 
was often frustrated at the 
lack of power I had to make 
sure they were energy 
efficient - saving me 
much-needed money as well as helping 
the planet by being greener. 

There was the one home with the 
windows so drafty the curtains had to be 
tacked to the sill to stop them billowing, 
and the other where lack of proper 
insulation meant sitting in a sleeping bag 
in the winter, even with the heating on 
full blast. 

Now it seems that energy and climate 
change secretary Chris Huhne has taken 
matters into his own hands by introduc¬ 
ing regulations that all landlords have to 
comply with to ensure minimum energy 
efficiency standards. 

The measures, announced as part of 
the Government’s Green Deal - aimed at 


making this country’s ageing housing 
stock more energy efficient - will mean at 
least 682,000 properties will need to be 
improved between next year and 2018. 

And while the proposals have not been 
met with overwhelming support, they 
should be good news for tenants - many 
of whom will face lower fuel bills as a 
result of improvements. 

During the second reading of the 
Energy Bill this week it was announced 
that from April, 2016, landlords will 
not be able to refuse reasonable requests 
from tenants or local authorities, acting 
on behalf of tenants, to improve their 
property. 

From April, 2018, the Government will 
also make it unlawful to rent out a house 
or business premise which has less than 
an ‘E’ energy efficiency rating - although 
I would have liked to have seen this even 
greater. 

From next year, under the Green Deal, 


people will be able to access finance to pay 
for the upfront cost of work which will be 
paid back through savings on lower fuel 
bills, so it should not mean increasing the 
rent for that reason. 

The bills are linked to the home rather 
than the person and could aid a quarter 
of a million of the worst insulated rented 
homes, which are classed as fuel poor. 

Mr Huhne said: “Our proposals 
provide a voice for tenants living in 
poorly insulated, draughty homes.” 

The Green Deal is a win-win opportu¬ 
nity for landlords by removing the 
upfront cost of work to upgrade the 
property making it cheaper to run, more 
environmentally-friendly and ultimately 
more attractive to rent. 

“For those landlords who don’t take up 
the Green Deal then we will get tough so 
that by 2018, the poorest performing 
rented housing stock is brought up to a 
decent standard,” said Mr Huhne. 



Redevelopment scheme 
all for good of the public 


A NEW social enterprise has 
been launched in the South 
East called BLAC Regenera¬ 
tion Limited which aims to 
redevelop under-used and 
derelict brownfield sites into 
high-quality, well designed and 
sustainable homes. 

BLAC works for a social 
purpose and for the public good 
in disadvantaged and under¬ 
privileged communities, by 
redeveloping public sector 
properties to provide affordable 
housing and starter homes for 
people taking their first step 
onto the housing ladder.

Coupled 
with funding constraints in the 
banking system, a stagnant 
housing market and the 
fragility of small business, 
economic recovery in Britain 
relies heavily on the concept 
of the Big Society working.

However, if this all seems daunting or unrealis¬ 
tic, then you can hire professionals to take charge 
of part or the whole scheme such as your archi¬ 
tect, a chartered surveyor or a contract builder. 
Unfortunately, employing someone to take these 
responsibilities comes at a cost but this will be a 
much lower cost than taking on the build your¬ 
self and failing! 

Finding a plot 

Obviously one of the first issues is finding a 
suitable plot. The most important thing to do is 
make sure you keep an eye on what is coming to 
the market and register with any agents that sell 
development plots.

Types of planning 

Plots come in three main forms; 

1. With outline planning permission 

2. With detailed planning permission 

3. Without planning permission 

Outline and detailed planning permission both 
give you the right to build a property within cer¬ 
tain parameters, but detailed permission usually 
stipulates specific materials and landscaping. 
Plots without planning permission are by far the 
cheapest but are almost always not worth the 
gamble, as if consent could be achieved, most 
land owners would have done so and sold them 
at a much higher value. 

Arranging your finance 

A good tip for self builders is that ready cash 
always gives you an edge over others. To maxi¬ 
mise your buying power, try to sell your existing 
home or arrange your finance before you start 
searching. If the cash is in an easily accessible 
account and you are not connected to a chain, 
then when your ideal plot comes to the market 
you will be in a prime position to be able to pur¬ 
chase the site. 


Unfortunately, finance for self build, as with all 
mortgages is not as easy to arrange as it once 
was. 

One bank that is happy to provide self-build 
mortgages is Handelsbanken. "We have helped a 
number of our customers build their dream 
homes" says Jeremy Brett, Branch Manager of 
their local Maidstone office. "The key is for bor¬ 
rowers to seek professional advice at an early 
stage and to be realistic about what they need to 
contribute themselves, which is often the actual 
building plot itself, so we can then provide a 
mortgage to fund the construction, drawn in 
stages as the build progresses. Rates and fees are 
all by individual negotiation and finance can 
include flexibility during the build stage." 

Use your imagination 

Finally, when searching for a plot try and keep 
an open mind and remember that no plot is per¬ 
fect but with some imagination most problems 
can be overcome.

Legacy grows stronger

UNTIL the recession, many a success story was 
told by buying a big country spread and attend¬ 
ant Range Rover. 

Such nouveau riche must have wondered 
though why ‘old money’ neighbours chose not 
to thunder down country lanes in a gargantuan 
gin palace or even a SWAT team Land Rover 
Discovery, preferring something more modest 
and low profile instead. 

Like a Subaru estate. 

Now you might say Subaru is as much a new¬ 
comer as Land Rover’s latter day Tonka Toys, 
but the Japanese 4x4 specialist wooed the rural 
establishment with its little all-wheel drive pick 
up of the 1980s, often known as the BRAT. 

Cheap to buy, seemingly bulletproof and 
light enough to go most places that the original 
Land Rover could go down on the farm, it was 
natural that Subaru should then sell its estates 
as Sunday best motors for the farming set, too. 

There was the contradiction that saw Subaru 
also selling rally-bred Imprezas to a younger 
set, from which the brand has now distanced 
itself - the pivotal moment was probably when 
Burberry baseball caps became this group’s 
favourite fashion item. 

While grappling with this marketing head¬ 
ache though, Subaru was also buttering up its 
old money clientele by producing its first diesel 
engine. 

No mean feat; perhaps the most idiosyncratic 
of all Japanese marques, Subaru not only ad¬ 
heres to 4x4 but also boxer engines - so named 
because horizontal opposition of the pistons 
makes them look like boxers throwing punches. 

Subaru is in illustrious company here as 
Porsche also prefers this format, which cuts 
weight, allows easier cooling and, crucially, 
seats the engine lower for better balance. 

But no-one had ever built a boxer diesel

before and Subaru didn’t need to either, since 
it was only us Brits and the Europeans who 
wanted one. 

Still, we should be glad it did because the die¬ 
sel models are transforming the brand’s appeal 
to core supporters and winning new ones. 

It does, of course, pull from lower down the 
rev range than its petrol equivalent - a boon 
when the car performs light off-roading - and 
delivers lively performance with a smoothness 
more like a throaty petrol unit. 

But it is an average mpg in the mid-40s that 
makes it a winner and nowhere is this more 
obvious than in the Legacy series, available as 
a Tourer (estate) or as the pumped-up ‘off- 
roadable’ Outback estate. 

We tested the former. It’s not flashy, but 
stylish and well made, with an interior far more 
upmarket than Subarus of the past; the durabil¬ 
ity of a Subaru cabin could rarely be questioned, 
but the style and the quality of the fixtures and 
fittings could be agricultural. 


The total package could still be deemed 
agricultural in a different way, because farmers 
love a bargain and there are plenty of standard 
goodies even on the entry level S (from £24,865 
in diesel format) including power sunroof, decent 
alloys, cruise control and electric everything. 

Two grand or so more for our upmarket SE 
test car also includes leather seats and smart 
aluminium pedals and more. 

The car has loads of stowage, rear legroom is 
excellent, and the boot generous, with remote 
releases for the rear seats - just in case you need 
more space while cramming the back. 

On the road, the Legacy is a pleasing mixture 
of comfort and driver entertainment: all-wheel 
drive means the car is sure-footed, but a slight 
lean on the corners is testament to softer spirn- 
ing and straight line ride comfort. 

For those who prefer a lower profile rather 
than an SUV or MPV, plus 4x4, this is the 
perfect load lugger. It’s also a rather cheaper 
alternative to an Audi Quattro estate.

Tonbridge coach plays his part as 
club goes from strength to strength 


Why Mark Hookway

FROM his earliest days as an aspiring middle-dis¬ 
tance runner through to assuming a full-time 
coaching position, Mark Hookway has been at 
the heart of Tonbridge Athletic Club for more 
than three decades. 

Hookway’s passion for developing young ath¬ 
letes is evident from a glance at his Twitter page. 

Competition updates from Gateshead, France, 
Watford, Solihull and Eltham in July alone illus¬ 
trates his willingness to travel the country not 
only in support of the athletes in action, but 
those eager to follow their progress from afar. 

The club where Dame Kelly Holmes trained as 
a youngster has always produced competititors 
of genuine quality, but Hookway, Tonbridge’s 
distance running coach, is striving to create a 
sporting family, a support network - a club in its 
truest sense. 

He explained: “Kelly’s probably 10 years 
younger than I am so I would have been a senior 
athlete running when she was one of the young 
teenagers. Back then, there wasn’t the same 
communication, the same awareness by the 
seniors of the younger athletes and vice versa. 

“Now things have changed, with the internet 
and emails and there’s more awareness of what 
everyone in the club is doing. There’s a closer 
community, which is a really positive thing. 

“Athletics can be quite a selfish life where 
you’re doing it all for yourself. You need some¬ 
thing to motivate you and if we can make it like 
a team effort, people will stick with it. ” 

The ethos is spreading. Among a 13-strong 
group which travelled out to support Tonbridge’s 
Robbie Farnham-Rose at the World Youth 
Championships earlier this month was Steve 
Fennell, who ran the 800 metres at the England 
Championships just six days later. 

Hookway’s dedication to the cause, as one of 
eight coaches working with the distance run¬ 
ners, is a serious labour of love.

much higher back then,” Hookway recalls. 

“There used to be a Tonbridge 10-mile road 
race which I ran just outside 52 minutes and 
came 18th. Today, that would win most road 
races because the jogging boom’s taken off, 
there’s mass participation and people are not 
willing to do the same amount of training. ” 

A route into coaching opened up in 2003 
when Hookway started running a group for ath¬ 
letes with friend Pete Mason. In the eight years 
which have followed, serious competitors have 
emerged all across the age groups and the club’s 
strength in depth was highlighted when a group 
of 160 athletes and coaches travelled to the na¬ 
tional cross-country awards evening in Febru¬ 
ary. In Hookway’s words, though, the job is 
never complete and with the summer athletics 
season in full swing, there promises to be no let¬ 
up for the 50-year-old.

His club- 
mate, Mark Scrutton, held the British road 
record over 10 kilometres from 1984 until Mo 
Farah took the title from him 2 5 years later. 

“The standard of distance running was so 


Since his company was sold in Janu¬ 
ary, he has been able to channel his 
energies almost solely into the club, its 
website and most importantly, the de¬ 
velopment of the young runners in his 
care. 

“I wouldn’t be able to do this if I wasn’t 
in the situation I’m in,” he said. “I’ve 
been able to sit back from everything 
and concentrate on this. I pretty much 
treat it like a job now. 

“I don’t get tired of it because I feel 
we’re moving forward, the athletes are 
motivated and they’re doing well. The 
trouble with athletics is you can run 
your fastest-ever time, but you always 
know you can do better.

Survival is the main 
goal for Tenterden

TENTERDEN skipper Andy Crawford is confident 
his side will end the season strongly and preserve 
their place in Kent Cricket League Division One. 

The side that play at Morghew Park bounced 
straight back to Division One last season follow¬ 
ing relegation to Division Two in 2009 and are 
holding their own this summer. They sit sixth in 
the division, a relatively comfortable 29 points 
above the relegation zone, and Crawford is 
pleased with where his side are at this stage of 
the season. 

He said: “I would say that we have performed 
pretty well and achieved as much as realistically 
we could have done, so at the halfway stage of 
the season I’m pretty happy. 

“It’s our first season back in the division and 
because of that our ultimate goal has to be sur¬ 
vival.” 

Typical of most sides promoted in the Kent 
Cricket League, Tenterden have on the whole 
picked up points against the sides near the bot¬ 
tom of the division and struggled against those 
nearer the top.

“Up at their place earlier in the season we gave 
ourselves a chance, but towards the end of their 
innings we let them get 30 or 40 too many and 
went on to lose,” Crawford said. “We are missing 
a couple of players on Saturday, so won’t have 
a full-strength side out, but we are at home and 
although it will be tough game we need to pick 
up some points.” 

Tenterden go into the game on the back of a 
losing draw against Ashford Town last week¬ 
end. Having bowled their opponents out for 201, 
Tenterden’s batters struggled against the Town

attack and could only muster 144 for 7 from 
their 50 overs, thanks to 56 from David Har¬ 
man. While it came as a bit of a blow heading 
into tough games against Beckenham and sec¬ 
ond-placed Canterbury the following weekend, 
Crawford believes his side can drop their tag of 
being a ‘yo-yo club’ and consolidate in Division 
One. 

He said: “We managed to add a few new faces 
and I think they are still taking a bit of time to 
gel. We have possibly found our level now as we 
have a young team that is developing together. 
It’s a tough one because there are a lot of teams 
close together so there are no obvious wins. It’s 
been a very competitive division so far this year 
and you can certainly tell the standard has gone 
up in comparison to the division we were in last 
season.”

They are 
all used to a five-month break during the 
winter, so you will find within 10-15 Laps 
of getting back into the car they are right 
back on it again. 

What you do lose is the momentum and 
confidence built up if you had good results 
going into the break. From that point of 
view it will be Like starting with a blank 
sheet of paper again next weekend. 

I should think Jason Plato and the 
Chevrolet team will have appreciated the 
time to perhaps re-gather their strength 
and re-assess what they can do in the 
second half of the year. 

Plato and Chevrolet will firmly believe 
they are still in the championship battle 
purely because it's not in a champion's na¬ 
ture to throw in the towel.

Limited testing so most will have used the 
Last few weeks to sort out the List of jobs 
they have accumulated in the first few 
races and not had time to sort out. Things 
Like mechanical engineering, working on 
improving reliability and restocking parts. 

While they are unable to spend much 
time out on the track, the front runners 
will use racing simulators on a four poster 
rig. They can be very useful for setting up 
aspects like the suspension and certainly 
teams will have spent time using them. 

All the work will only result in tiny dif¬ 
ferences but you never know, somebody 
could have found something very 
good which might make a big 
difference.

THE return of the traditional Boxing Day derby 
between Tunbridge Wells and Sevenoaks Town 
has drawn mixed reactions from the west Kent 
rivals. 

Not since Andy Garrett scored for the Wells in 
a 1-0 win at Sevenoaks in 2006 have the clubs 
clashed on December 26, adding an extra touch 
of festive spice to this season’s Kent League meet¬ 
ing at Culverden. Wells manager Martin Larkin 
was delighted by the news, having guided his 
side to a 2-1 derby win over Town in front of a 
crowd of 162 when the sides met in the penulti¬ 
mate game of last season.
